The. Pension bureau will make 


these allowances with all the dispatch 
possible under existing conditions.

should be borne In mind by those 
concerned that there are now nearly 
268,000 pensioners under the act of 
May 11, 1312, and all are urged to 
exercise patience and consideration.

A spec- 
ial efiort will be made not to Inter- 
fere with the adjudication of widows' 
claims.
